OPEN CIVIL WAR 
CONFERENCE AT 
LOCAL SCHOOL 


A lares interested audience almost 
filled Christ Chapel Sunday for the 
official opening session of the first 
Civil War Conference ever held at 
the college. The program will con­ 
tinue through Tuesday evening. 
Dr. Allen Nevins. Dewitt Clinton 
professor of history at Columbia 
University. New Yor^ City. dHiverod 
the opening address on "The Transi­ 
tion from an Unorganized to an 
Organized Nation ” It wa* an inspir­ 
ing address and the brother of 
General Arthur S. Nevins was given 
a long and loud ovation when he 
finished. * His address is published 
elsewhere in this edition.! Dr. Nevins 
Is director of the conference and 
through his many affiliations a large 
number of Ute most prominent his­ 
torians in tho country are partici­ 
pating in the conference. 
Bruce Cation Speak* 
Bruce Catton. editor of the Ameri­ 
can Heritage, spoke briefly Sunday 
evening. The nationally - known 
author of several excellent Civil War 
books told the opening session of 
the conference that the Civil War 
marked "not an end but a begin­ 
ning” in American h 'story. "The 
Civil War bequeathed to us a tre­ 
mendous piece of unfinished busi- 
ness—the race problem ” Catton de­ 
clared. 
He said there w as no race problem 
as long as there was slavery because 
"slavery wa* a means of dodging the 
race problem.” 
"But the Civil War eternally com­ 
mitted us to solving the problem,” 
he added, “and eventually we must 
work it out. We can't turn oui1 backs 
on it, we can't retreat.” 
General Paul III 
Dr, Robert Fortenbaugh, head of 
the history department at the col­ 
lege and chairman of the local com­ 
mittee on arrangement*, was master 
of ceremonies. He said that Gen­ 
eral Willard S. Paul, president of 
the college, was unable to attend 
because of illness 
He introduced 
John 
S. 
Rice, 
West 
Broadway, 
chairman of the board of trustees 
of the school, who officially wel­ 
comed the historians and other visi­ 
tors to the campus. 
A second highlight of the open­ 
ing session was the Hinging of the 
college choir under the direction of 
Harker B. Wagnild. 
Musk*, critics said "the choir was 
at its best." 
The sale voices sang a medley 
of songs which were popular during 
Civil War days. The first was the 
stirring "Dixie,” Ute inspirational 
song of tre Southern Army. Then 
followed "Bonnie Blue Flag,” the 
national anthem of the Confeder­ 
acy. Ronald Webb sang the solo. 
David Greenlund sang the solo In 
"Just Before tile Battle Mother.” 
George F. Roots early sentimental 
war song sung by both the North 
and South. "Tenting Tonight,” a 
song sung In the North and South 
reflecting general war weariness, 
with a solo by Alan Duncan and 
"The Battle Cry’ of Freedom.” a 
rousing patriotic song of the North, 
concluded the group. 
Entire Choir Says 
After the two addresses the 60 
mixed voices of the choir combined 
to stir the audience with a beauti­ 
ful rendition of "Battle Hymn of 
the Republic” as arranged by Roy 
Ringwald. 
Julia Ward Howe visited Wash­ 
ington In 1861. From the city "the 
watchfires of a hundred circling 
camps” could be seen. That night 
she wTote the words of the song 
which became the great marching 
song of the North* It was set to 
a tune by William Steffe. Ronald 
Webb sang the solo. 
Tile pianists were Lois Kadel and 
Toini Heikkinen. Edward Andrews 
played the accordion and Clyde 
Mummert played the bass violin. 
Practically all of the visiting his­ 
torians and reporters and photog­ 
raphers were in Gettysburg Sun­ 
day noon. At two o’clock they were 
taken on a guided tour of the Bat­ 
tlefield by Dr. Frederick Tilberg,

Twelve 
years 
ago 
Japan 
was a defeated nation. Its people 
in fear, for they knew not what 
would happen to them. 
Friends Of Japan 
"We arrived and the Japanese 
found we came as friends rather 
than conquerors. We gave them 
food and clothing and we helped 
rebuild 
their 
homes. Today the 
Japanese say they are not unfriend­ 
ly toward us. What has happened? 
They say we have csnfused them. 
It was originally our intention that 
Japan should be an agricultural 
nation, that it should not have the 
heavy industry needed for war. We 
helped them write their constitu­ 
tion which prohibited Japan from 
having an armed force, which did 
aw'ay with was as an Instrument of 
policy. 
"Then came the Korean war and 
we urged Japan to set up heavy in­ 
dustry, which she did and helped 
tremendously in the Korean con­ 
flict. It was also obvious that Japan 
could 
not support Itself on an 
agricultural basis and that It had 
to become again a manufacturer. 
"In Japan everyone seems to love 
to work, and they have to, to sup­ 
port 90,000,000 people on three small 
islands. They must import almost 
everything they need, including the 
basic materials for production. And 
so Japan must export in order to 
live at ail. We must understand 
this, 
We 
must 
also 
understand 
that Japan is right next door to 
China, and to Russia. 
Do Not Like Communism 
“The Japanese do not like com­ 
munism, but they cannot under­ 
stand why w’e do not want them 
to trade with China, because they 
have always traded with China. Be­ 
sides, they say, the United States 
will not take all the things they 
must export In order to keep going. 
On top of this, they say, we have 
renounced war, but it looks to them 
as if toe U. S. is planning for war 
with its bases and preparation. W’e 
must understand that the Japanese 
look upon us from their viewpoint— 
they cannot very well look upon us 
from ours because they do not have 
our background, our training, our 
education. And thus we must seek 
to understand them so that we will 
know their problems as well as ours 
in our relations -With them.”

** ‘It would need a heart much 
harder than mine not to recognize 
the high 
and noble spirit that 
dwelt in these young men, their 
heroic readiness, complete devoted­ 
ness, their patience, diligence, shin­ 
ing valour and virtue in the cause 
they saw to be the highest—while 
alas any difference I may feel on 
that latter point only deepens to 
me the sorrowful and noble tragedy 
that each of their brief lives is. 
You may believe me. Madam, I, 
would strew flowers on their graves j 
along with you and piously bid j 
them rest in Hope. It is not duobt- 
ful to me that they also have 
added their mite to what is the 
eternal cause of God and man; or j 
that, in circuitous but sure ways, 
all men, Black and White, will in- j 
fallibly get their profit out of the 
same.* 
"They 'added their mite to the 
eternal causes of God and man.’ I 
So Francis Parkman had earlier: 
written Mrs. Robert Gould Shaw’, j 
saying that he envied her husband ; 
his death, so eloquent of the high­ 
est consecration. 
Gains And Losses 
"Many of the gains and losses 
of any great war are intangible 
and incompatible. No one can say 
whether the gain to society of the 
work of two such rare spirits as 
Robert Gould Shaw and Charles 
R. Lowell would have done, had 
they lived, was greater than the j 
gain from the heroic example they 
.set. Other gains and losses, some 
material, some moral, can partly 
be appraised. But in looking at the 
effects of the war, it bs safe to 
lay down two generalizations at 
the outset: The tremendous magni­ 
tude of the change it wrought was 
not anticipated in Its early phases, 
and the nature of the change was 
not and could not be accurately 
analyzed when it closed in 1865. 
"To be sure some of its conse­ 
quences were foreseen. Shrewd men 
perceived in 1861 that if the war 
was protracted and ended in North­ 
ern victory, it would strengthen 
not only the Union and the Federal 
Government, but the spirit of na­ 
tional unity. They perceived that 
it would result in the destruction 
of slavery. John Quincy Adams, in­ 
deed, had predicted a generation 
earlier that if civil conflict began, 
the government would use its war 
powers 
to 
extinguish 
slavery. 
Shrewd men also foresaw in 1861 
that a long civil war, and toe arm­ 
ing of the United States, would 
profoundly alter the world position 
of the republic and augment its 
authority in world affairs. 
Anticipated Change* 
“Other changes were anticipated 
and men did not hesitate to predict 
that their total effect would be 
revolutionary. In fact, as early as 
the autumn of 1861 the New York 
Herald prophesied just this in * 
column 
editorial 
headed 
‘ T h e 
Great Rebellion: A G reat Revolu­ 
tion * The war, said the Herald 
was not only a great revolution in 
itself, 
but 
was 
causing 
many 
minor revolutions, 
“ Verily in Its effects the Civil 
War did constitute a revolution. 
In politics for example, the old 
domination of the government by 
an alliance of agrarian interests 
of the south and west was over­ 
turned by a new alliance of the 
industrial east and grain-growing 
northwest. But some of the predic­ 
tions of change which men made 
most confidently in 1861 were ut­ 
terly erroneous, while the most 
important single change fiow'ing 
from the war was not grasped at 
the time and it is not fully com­ 
prehended even today. 
“To understand the effects of the 
conflict we must state certain new’ 
generalizations — very broad gen­ 
eralizations, for only broad gener­ 
alizations are safe. The first is 
that the results of a victorious war 
lie in the main in the positive 
sphere, those of defeat in the nega­ 
tive sphere. 
Success 
arouses 
a 
spirit of confidence, optimism and 
enterprise not seen in a defeated 
society, . . . The effects oi the 
Civil War were positive in the 
north, negative in the embittered 
and depressed south. 
Example To World 
“The second broad generaliza­ 
tion is that: That no effect of war, 
no m atter how marked it may ap­ 
pear to be for a time, will last if 
it runs counter to a long-continued 
and deeply felt national tradition 
The third generalization 
is the 
converse of the second: That ef­ 
fect is greatest which harmonizes 
and carries forward some tendency 
in national life already partly de­ 
veloped and growing, 
though it 
may still lie beneath the surface. 
For example, the Revolution, in 
the currents it set flowing, chimed 
with the belief of Americans that

As people they are no different 
from 
lawyers, 
housewives,

m echanics, 
a c t o r s , musicians, 
teachers, bricklayers, economists 
AU of us have specialized knowl­ 
edge and a jargon of our own— 
som e more than others. 
Scientists are peculiar only to 
the degree all hum ans are puzzl­ 
ing to other hum ans. 
Godless Or Dull 
But they are bearing a cross of 
considerable public opinion which 
thinks scientists are oddballs, very 
evil or very dedicated to good 
im practical, superhum an, absent- 
m inded, self-centered, godless, or 
dull. 
Surveys show 25 to nearly 50 
per cent of teen-agers and adults 
hold such opinions. 
This 
doesn’t 
m ake 
scientists 
happy, naturally. They say these 
attitudes don’t hurt them personal­ 
ly so much as science generally. 
and 
the decisions of youngsters 
whether to become scientists. Rus­ 
sia 
encourages 
no 
such 
views 
about science and scientists. 
Movies about “ m ad scientists” 
played a part in creating preju­ 
dices against scientists, says an 
thropologist M argaret Mead. 
Common Denominator 
So have concepts draw n from 
TV, newspapers, radio, teachers, 
gossip, and behavior of some sci­ 
entists themselves. 
How much did Einstein, needing 
a 
haircut, heedless 
of accepted 
conventions in clothes, 
come to 
exemplify the average scientist? 
How much do a few doctors, law­ 
yers. 
bankers, 
or 
bus 
drivers 
create public opinion about those 
occupations? 
Meet m any scientists and their 
common denom inator of hum anity 
becomes clearly apparent 
Some are avid football or base- 
ball fans, or love m usic, books 
poker, or playing tennis or poll. 
O thers like bridge, growing roses, 
•eeing plays, travel, swim m ing 
Few Stuffed Shirts 
Many are gay and witty, some 
juiet, 
some 
shy, 
or 
all 
these 
bing* at different tim es. Only a 
very 
few 
are 
stuffed 
shirts 
or 
m obs 
who 
think 
you 
oughr*' to 
enow a lot about their subject or 
ipeak their language in order to 
ie intelligent—though they know 
precious little about other people's 
«penalties. 
Like other people, they m arry, 
nave children, work In PTA'a or 
Boy Scouts, vote and argue poli­ 


tics, worry about bills, fix up the 
house on weekends. 
They love their work, especially 
the good ones, and are wrapped 
up in it as is anyone who likes 
his job. They find their work ex­ 
citing—that's why they chose it.
